The Stillwell Case. Becoming 
More Clouded in Mystery 
Than Ever. 


Stanley Kenrick Taken Out of 
Jail and His Present Where- 
ubouts Kept a Secret. 


Zhe Detectives Claim That There Will Be 
New Developments Which Will Throw 
Mere Light on the Dark Crime, But Are 
Net Prepared te Say at Present Just 
What They Have, or Expect to Tara Up— 
The Story of the Woman Whe Wrote te 
Stillwell for Mrs, Morgae—Stillwell’s 
Mysterious Visiter. 


The mystery surrounding the recent devel- 


opments in the Stillwell murder case seems to 


be deepening and on account of unexpected 
circumstances which required a change of pro- 
gramme, itis difficult now to understand on 
just what lines the case is being worked. 
Stanley Kenrick ie notin jail, and all infor- 
mation concerning his whereabouts is pos- 
itively refuscd. One thing is sure, that Stan- 
ley Kenrick has given the detectives some 
information which is sufficietly important 
to occupy their exclusive attention, and all 
other features of the case seem to have been 
put aside temporarily until this one is de- 
veloped. 

In addition tothis a mysterious visit was 
paid to Mrs. Morgan by two wo- 
men who refused to give their 
names. Mrs. Morgan suid they 
were ladies, and one of them 
was about 50 years of age, while the other was 
probably half as old. The elder said she was 
**blood kin!“ to Amos J. Stillwell and she 
wanted to secure some information concern- 
iag die murder. She inquired concerning 
several people whetber they were implicated 
in the affair and they wanted

the conversations she overheard. Mrs, Mor- 


an says she refused to talk with them, and 

old them that as she did not know who they 
were sbe would have nothing to say to them.

Morgan has had several conversations with 
Mr. H. Stillweli,the last occurring oa Mon- 
day afternoon just before Mr. Stillvell ordered 
the arrest of Beaton Miller, and she says she 
does not care to repeat her statement to any 
one but him and the authorities. 

KENRICK’S ATTORNEY. 

Mr. Charles M. Napton is still retained as 
counsel for Stanley henrick. Mr. Napton de- 
clines to discuss the case, but he says be was 
retained to protect his client in his legal 
rights and he is doing tt. It was not 
known that Stanley Kenrick had any 
influential friends or that any one 
was particularly interested in his weitare, and 
the employment of Mr. Napton was not only 
a surprise, but it complicated the case in an 
unexpected manner. He had an interview 
with his client in the holdover yesterday 
morning. What took place no one 
knows but Mr. Napton and Stan- 
ley Kenrich. But when Mr. 
Napton left the calaboose he began making 
arrangements to secure Kenrick’s release. 
The detectives at firs: would not let bim go, 
but when Mr. Napton informed them that 
in the event of a persistent refusal he 
would apply forawritof habeas corpus, an 
Arrangement was made which was satisfac- 
tory to both sides.

Stillwell. I didn’t keep a copy of the letter, 
but I recollect about what it was. I said that 
I was looking for the son of the murdered 
Stillwell as had some  informa- 
tion about the murder that I woulda 
give the aon if he wrote to 
me or called at my house aud I gave him my 
name and address. I think that was ail there 
was in the letter. That was on Friday, and 
the next Monday a man came tothe door and 
said his name was Stiliwell. I. knew 
atonce what was wanted and invited him 
in. I toid him that my information came 
from a colored woman and that he ought to 
see her. I told him where she lived and said 
that if he preferred to see her at my house I 
would go and get her. He said he would wait 
there for her and so I went out and got her. I 
said to her: ‘Mr. Stillwell is at my house now; 
come up and tell bim all about it.’ She came 
with me and I left them inthe room together 
and went on about my work. 

TURNED AS WHITE AS A SHEET. 

‘*T didn’t hear what she told him, but she 
afterwards told me that he turned as white as 
asheet when she told her stery and that he 
said he had already offered $10.000 to find the 
murderer and would add $25,000 more to it. 
No, there was no arrangement and no 
understanding that I should get any 
portion of the reward in case my information 
led to the arrest of the right parties, but I 
told Mr. Stillwell when the matter came up 
that l was in need of money as much as any 
one, and that while I was not doing this for 
money, but only because I felt 
that the truth ought to come 
out and the nigger Kenrick hang if 
found guilty, I would not object to receiving 
a portion of the reward if one was ever paid. 
1 told him that I never got a dollar tust 1 
didn’t earn honestly and that the dollars 
earned were not very many. To rs. Mor- 
gan I said one day, in a joking way, 
‘li you get that $10,000, now, don’t 
want you to forget me.’ Of course, 
Ididn’t expect my name would ever get into 
the newspapers in connection with this mat- 
ter. In fact, Mr. Stillwell and Mr. Tucker, 
the detective, both promised me that 
I shouldn’t be known in the affair. 
You know how unpleasant it must he 
to be mixed up with such a dreadful 
affair in any way. Mrs. Morgan says, too, that 
her name wasto be kept asecret.

HUNTING FOR KENRICK. 

„es, I heiped the detectives hunt for Ken- 
rick. Besides going on the steamer Crystal 
City to look for him, I went te a boarding- 
house on the east side of Thirteenth street, 
between Morgan street and Frank- 
lin avenue. Mrs. Morgan and 1 
were together. We left the de- 
tective here at my house and walked down 
to Thirteenth street. Esther Dick lives or 
did live inthe alley or og om it is 
called Gay street—just cast of Thirteenth 
street, and we supposed Kenrick was there. 
I was to go in and find out, as Mrs. 
Morgan would be at once recognized. She 
heard insome way that Kendrick was in the 
city and supposed that he might be 
at ether Dick’s house. Near the 
house we met a colored woman whom 
Mrs. Morgan knew and she asked 
her if Stanley Kenrick was at Esther Dick’s, 
and the woman replied no, that be had deen 
there until Esther’s husband came home, 
when the husband ran bim out of the house, 
and he then went to live at another house 
oaly a few yards away. Then I went to 
that house, leaving Mrs. Morgan on the street 
some distance away. It was a boarding- house 
orhad a boarding-house sign in front of it, 
and was on the east side of the street, near 
Morgan—a two-story house. It was a warm 
day andthe door was open. I knocked and 
some one inside said, 

‘COME IN.’ 
I walked into a little hallway or entrance way 
and then into a room atthe right. There was 
no one in this room but in the next one back 
of it sat a little round, biack-faced nigger 
woman and I asked her Ha man by the name of 
Kenrick was stopping there. Sbe said yes, 
and latonce took it for granted that Ken- 
rick was ome of three men I saw sitting 
around a table in another room still further 
back. I could see them all three through an 
open door and one of them answered the de- 
scription Mre.

SECOND LETTER TO MR. STILLWELL. 

„My second letter to Mr. Stillwell was in 
September or October. Mrs. Morgan came 
over one day and said that Esther Dick had 
been to see May, and haa asked her to 
write to Kenrick for her. Esther 
couldn't write, it seems, and May could. May 
wrote to him and sent the letter to Cairo or 
Memphis, I’ve forgotten which, but anyway 
he was in both cities. Then I wrote to Mr. 
Stillwell and told him thatI had some more 
information for him. I didn’t tell him 
what it was and didn’t mention Mrs. 
Morwan’s name, although she wanted me to 
write the letter. Mr. Stillwell came down 
again, andi told him that Mrs, Morgan Lad 
the new information, and told him asI did 
the fret time that he could see her there or 
go to Mra. Morgan’s house. He said he would 
go to Mrs. Morgan’s and left and that was the 
last leaw of either of them until a day or two 
ago when I read all that matter in the 
POsT- DISPATCH. I thought the whole 
case had been dropped, He 1 
never beard any more about it. Mrs. Morgan 
moved away to another part of the city and 
that is why [ never met her, I suppose. 
None ot the detectives have been to 
seo md fer a long time and I 
have not been called to the Four Courts to 
tell What I know about the matter and am 
very giadof it.

The Hostiles Massing. 


Fort Suttr, 8. D., Nov. 26.—It is evident 
from the developments ot the last twenty- 
four hours that hostile Indians from the 
Grand River, Cheyenne, Rosebud and Pine 


Ridge agencies are massing at some point for 
a stand againet the troops under Gea. Brooke. 
From squaw men just in from Ziebach 
County, it is learned that bands of red men 
in war paint have been passing through that 
country for several days, moving southward. 
They were well armed with Winchester rifles, 
had plenty of ammunition and were well 
equipped with ponies. They were uniformly 
insolent and reticent. The place of meeting 
agreed upon is reported to be a heavily 
wooded point on the. White River, ten miles 
above the month ofthe south fork of the 
White. This point is aday’s hard ride from 
Pine Ridge Agency, and nearly as far from 
Rosebud. The equaw men have been 
threatened with death by the hostiles and are 
running away from the Indian camps and 

iving up the secrets of the Sioux. They have 

een excluded from all ghost dances and are 
subjects of special hatred. 


A Missionary eon the Ghost Dance. 


BostToxr, Mass., Nov. 26.—The American 
Missionary Association here has received a 
letter from Miss M. OC. Cullins, stationed on 
the Grand River in Dakota. She writes about 


the ghost dance as follows: 

‘*I have been up to Sitting Bull's, and the 
dance isin fuli dlast. It is a most terrible 
thing—the old-sun dance with anev name. 
They dance facing the sun as long as possible, 
and fall down, moan, groan and whoop, and 
foam at the mouth like mad dogs. They do 
not yet cut their bodies, but that will soon 
come. The wen all dress in war dress 
and paint and feathers, and the women also 
take part and paint and wear feathers, which 
is a new feature (women never wear feathers). 
Sittiag Bull staid in a eacred tent, and every 
one entering the dence for the first time went 
into the tent to be made ‘wakan’ and painted 
with crescents on the forehead, cheeks and 
chin and a cross on the nose. I went into the 
tent and talked with the old may. He assented 
to everything, but promises nothing. He 
means war. 


Indians at Fine Ridge Uneasy. 


Ping Riper, 8. D., Nev. %.—The Indians 
hereabout are becoming decidedly uncasy. 
The constantly increasing troops of soldiers, 
theartillery and the military maneuvers gre 


making them think thatthey are in danger. 
The impression is rapidly gaining with them 
that the intention is to exterminate them en- 
tirely. 

In evidence of this Monday night signals 
were passing constantly through the Indian 
camp and lights were kept burning all night. 
The Indian police are kept busy stopping the 
conferences which are dels eld all 
the time and keepiog the Indians quiet. 
The general impression is now that 
after drawin their meat rations 
the whole lot ofthem will slip back to the 
mountains aed stay there. At any rate, the 
Measian boom is very decidedly crippled. 
There are enough troops here now to blow 
the whole Indian camp out of sight, but Gen. 
Bro oke’s pian is a dead secret and that fact 
adds te the fears of the Indians. 


Red Raiders at Porcupice Creek. 


Pree Rives, 8. D., Nov. %:—Word was 
received through the Government courier 
last evening that 200 lodges of Resebud 
Indians were raiding the homes of settiers in 


e vicinity of Porcupine Creek. The settlers 
hemselves fled in terror a week aco. The 
left als their household goods together wit 
the st There are six persons usually in 
— lodge and thé marauders, there- 
re, are supposed to number about 1,200 per- 
sons. Gon. Wharton and his cemmand, con- 
sisting of four companies from Fort Omaha, 
bas arrived in camp and a consultation with 
officers on the situation was at once held, the 
result of which cannot be ascertained. 


Traders and Settlers Alarmed. 


Wionrra., Kan., Nov. %.—Disturbances 
among the Indians are reported from the 


letin relating to the weather in the Northwest, 
this subject being of special interest at 
present on account of the unsettied state of 
affairs with the Indians: 

The temperature in the Northwest during 
the past ten or twelve days has been uupre- 
cedently high, ranging‘ in the States of Min- 
nesota, Iowa, Nebraska and Dakota from 15 
te 26 deg. a ethe normal for the latter half 
of November. It has been the warmest period 
on recOrd for that region at this season of the 
year for the past sixteen years. This 
taken In connection with the fact that little or 
no rain or Snow has fallen during thé time re- 
ferred to, has made it an exceptionally warm 
and dry spell, with open weather. There are 
no present indications of dedtdedly cold 
weather.

A CONTEMPLATED CHANGE, 


The War Department to Have Increased 
Asthor ity Over the Indians. 


Yesterday C. E. Hartiey of Washington, D. 
C., an agent of the Interior Department, 
passed through this city way on his way to 
the Indian reservations of the Nerthwest. 
For many years,’’ said Mr. Hartley, there 
bas been a great deal of talking between the 
War Departmentand the Indian Bureau in 
reference to the management of the Indians 
while on the reservations, and the present 
trouble bids fair to bring the matter to a head 


and to lead to several inipertant changes 
in the law. The army officers bave always 
cot plained that troudles have been brought 
on by Indian Agents, who manage affairs to 
suit themselves, and only call upon thetroops 
when d@issatisfaction has grown into rebellion. 
The army has no control over the Indians as 
long as they are on the reservation. Nothing 
can bedone by the officers to redress griev- 
ances or quiet discontent ag long as the In- 
diane remain within buunds. It ig only when 
they def the Government and 
take the warpath that the troops 
can interfere, and when the bostiles are 
brought to terms and captured, these officers 
have nothing te do with them after they are 
returned to the custody of the agent. This 
divided responsibility has had 4 very bad 
effect, and the laws and regulations that have 
led te it will undoubtedly be revised at the 
next session of Congress. The feeling in the 
Interior Department is thatthe army, upon 
which falis the task of putting down out- 
breaks, should be afforded some opportunity 
of taking steps to prevent them, and the ob- 
ject of my trip West is to examine into 
the situation, and see what measures 
can be taken to accomplish this result. As it 
is now the army is merely a police force, with 
the power to punish violations of the law. 
but with none to prevent them. Afchange in 
this respect will prdbably be made and the 
care of the Indians while on the reservation 
be entrusted to both the War and Interior 
Departme unte.

critical moment, safely guided the entire 
commission out of a labyrinthine wilderness 


of parliamentary entanglement into which it 
had drifted. 

Mra. James keenly enjoys the victory of the 
Missour! delegation in the election of Miss 
Couzins to the permanent secretaryship of the 
Women’s World’s Fair Commission, but she 
relishes the comical parliamentary muddie out 
of which the commission was rescued that 
keen and clear- headed lady with a relish that 
refuses to be concealed deneath an assumed 
gravity of feature.

FEMININE WIRE PULLING. 

‘*‘Whenthe commission first assembled,“ 
Mre. James said in beginning her report of 
the werk accomplished, the necessary elec- 
tion of officers plunged the body at once Into 
the fiercest excitement of wire-pulling and 
canvassing. The contest for the presidency 
of the commission promised to be between 
Mrs. Potter Palmer of Chicago and Miss 
Phebe Couzgins. Miss Cousins was a strong 
candidate, having the support of the extreme 
East and West and of the Southern delega- 
tions, while Mrs. Palmer“ * was 
largely that of Chicago and the delegations 
controlled by that city. Mrs. Palmer ie a most 
lovely and estimabie lady, but it was granted 
that she had no executive ability for the ot; 
fice, while Miss Couzins’ experience and fit- 
ness for the place were equally acknowledged. 
The campaign tor Mrs. Palmer was led, dow 
ever, by Mrs. Gen. John A. Logan, and 
under that lady’s generalship the 
struggle was made solely upon the 
woman's suffrage issue, the opposition to 
Miss Couzine fizhting ber altogether upon her 
record as an advocate of woman’s rights to 
the ballot. It was soon seen that the struggle 
would be so bitter asjperhaps to cause bad feel- 
ing and Mrs. Logan Deer. a compromise 
to Phobe Cousins, whereby the latter should 
be elected permanent secretary on condition 
of having a free field to Mrs. Palmer for the 
presidency. This was,done, and Mrs. Palmer 
was duly elected.

A Mr. Williawe of Knoxville, 
Tenn., had already begun a vigorous canvass 
for Miss Susan Gale Cooke of that State for 
the position,and circulars had been seat to all 
d @legates asking them to support Miss Cooke. 

Clarke of DesMoines was also 
a candidate, and witb Mrs. John A. Logan 
stin fighting Mise Cousins om the woman’s 
suffgage issue, her chances for the — 3 
ship were oot of the brightest. Fortullately, 
however, Phawbe Couzins received a boom at 
a critical moment @hrough the commission’s 
getting iteelf into a dilemm from which it 
proved that she was the only one who could 
rescue the body.

Loxpor, Nov. 2%6.—The Tory morning papers 
are jubilant over the dilemma in which the 
irish party is placed by Mr. Giadstone’s 
throwing over of Mr. Parnell. They publish 
column after column of comment upon the 
situation, which they declare will certainly 
involve a hopeless rupture of the Liberal and 
Nationalist alllan Many Liberals are be- 
ginning to suspect that the true inwardness 
of the stubbormness maintained by the Par- 
nellites is that they desire to delay the advent 
of home rule for a selfish purpose. It is 
hinted that their salaries are more of 
an object to them than the speedy success of 
the cause which they profess to have at heart. 
This being the case, it is charged they played 
upon Mr. Parnell's very satura! dislike of 
‘‘retreating under flre, and Induced him to 
retain the leaderabip knowlag that such ac- 
tien would indefinitely proleng the parlia- 
mentary struggle. The Irish societies of Liv- 
erpool and the North of England have beld 
meetings at which the Parnell problem was 
discussed, but the results have been inde- 
cisive, opinion being about equally divided as 
to whether Mr. Parnell should be advised to 
retire or not. The Chronicle officially states 
this morning thatthe Government does not 
meditate a dissolution of Parliament. 

NATIONALISTS OOMPLAIN. 

Thirty-eight Parneliite members of the 
House of Commons last night signed a request 
asking Mr. Parnelito convene a meeting of 
the Nationalist members of the House to-day. 
Mr. Parnell declined to grant their request, 
despite the fact that the rules of the party 
provide thata meeting shall be called when 
twenty members sign a request for such 
purpose upon the leader of the party. Sev- 
eral of the Parmellite members complain that 
they were not informed of all the facts in con- 
nection with Mr. Gladstone’s attitude toward 
Mr. Parnell, as set forth in bis letter to Mr. 
Morley, when they voted yesterday to retain 
Mr. Parnell in the leadership of the Irish 


party. 
M’CARTHY'’S FORGETFPULNESS. 

The Star (Home Rule) says that Mr. Glad- 
stone’s letter was designed to be read at the 
Parneliites’ meeting held yesterday, at which 
it voted to retain Mr. Parnell in the leasder- 
ship of the party. Somehow the letter was 
not read. Mr. Justin McCarthy had 
been imstructed to inform Mr. Parnell 
otf Mr. Giadstone’s opinion that a 
change the leadership of the 
Irish party was essential, but in the haste of 
Mr. Parnell’s arrival, Mr. Gladstone’s opinion 
was not fully impressed Upon him. r. Par- 
pell’s sudden presence, his past services, the 
outelde cruel talk against him and the in- 
stinctive Irish loyalty prevalled over the du- 
ties of the Parmeliites as to the necessity of 
the situation. ‘‘The eyes of the party,’’ con- 
tinues the Star, are sow opened tojthe signit- 
icance of the affair in England, which is 
nothing less than whether home rule will be 
passed upon at the next general election or be 
indefinitely shelved. Had the Parnellites 
known this they could bave come to but one 
Conclusion. We believe they will come to it 
to- day. 

In conclusion the Star says it is confident 
that as patriote the Home Rulers base no 
alternative but to pass a resolution that will 
enable Mr. Gladstone to give the remainder 
of his life te the cause. 

ASBTORMY SCENE. 

A stormy scene occurred at the meeting of 
the Parneliite members of the House of Com- 
mons, helé last evening after the letter from 
Gladstone to Mr. Morley had been made pub- 
lic. The ation ot MoOarthy in not making 
known the contents of Gladstone’s letter at 
the meeting of tne Parnellites yesterday 
moraing wasseverely criticised.

A SPECIAL MEETING. 
AFTERNOON—Though-iast night Mr. Parnell 
refused to call a meeting of the Irish members 


of the House of Commons, a meeting was 
held im a room of the House to-day. Th® 
room was carefully guarded from intrusion, a 
member of Parliament standing guard at the 
door. Mr. Parzell was present and 
presided. Bilence was observed by 
every member as he entered 
the room. After calling the meeting to order 
Mr. Parnell explained that he had recon- 
sidered his determization and had called the 
meeting at the written request of thirty-eight 
members of the party. The meeting lasted 
for half an hour. There was a great di- 
vergence of opinion manifested throughout 
the discussion, No definite action was agreed 
uporm and the mesting adjourned to re- 
assembie at 6 o’clock this evening. It was 
learned after the adjournment of the meeting 
that a strong feelipg in favor of Mr. Parnell’s 
resigning the leadership was manifested, but 
the minority vehemently opposed it. 
PARNELL SILENT. 

Mr. Parnell’s speech at the opening of the 
meeting gave me indication that he intended 
to alter his decision to retain the leadership. 
Mr. Nolan was the only member present who 
favored Mr. Parnell’s retention of office. 
Mr. McOarthy, whose frequent allusions to 
Mr. Parnell’s great sacr‘fices fer the Irish 
cause were applauded, said he hoped that at- 

one reconsideration Mr. Parnell 
see his way to _retire for 
present and save © sacred 
cause of Irish independence. Dr. Commins 
and Mr. Lane spoke in a similar vela. Mr. 
Sexton advocated that every Parnellite should 
record his opinion as to the leadership of the 
party and thus settie the question. Mr. Sexten 
said he regretted that Mr. Gladstone 
views regarding the leadership ef the 
Nationalist party had been witnheld at ves- 
terday’s meeting. He sympathetically ap- 
pealed to Mr. Parnell to reconsider his post- 
tion. The question, he said, had assumed a 
new phase since the publication of Mr. 
Gladstone’s letter to Mr. Morley. 
The Irish party fully recognized Mr. Parneli’s 
tremendous services, but it felt that persenal 
considerations must be sacrificed for the sake 
of the cause. Mr. Parnell maintained an atti- 
tude of reserve throughout the meeting. 
" DILLON AND O'BRIEN. 

It was boped that a cable dispatch from the 
delegates in America would reach London be- 
fore the meeting adjarned, but none was re- 
ceived. Much importance is attached to 
the message from Messrs. Dillon and 
O’Brien and the other delegates, and 
the decision of the meeting to reassembie 
até o'clock was caused by the hope that the 
dispatch would arrive in the interval. When 
the Parnellites returned to the lobby from the 
room in which the meeting was held they 
weré surrounded by excited groups ef 
Liberals, who closely questioned them regard- 
ing the proceedings. They replied that nothing 
would be decided until after 5 o’clock. It 
was a foregone conclusion in the lobby that 
the meeting must result in Mr. Parneli’s 
resignation. 

Tne Nationalist members met again in the 
afternoon, but adjourned until Monday with- 
aut taking any definite action. 


Gladstone eon Parnell. 


LONDON, Nov. 26.—The letter of Mr. Gilad- 
stone to Mr. Morley concerning Parnell has 
been published and in it Mr. Gladetone ad- 
vises against the cheosing of Parnell for the 
leadership of the Natienal party. Mr. Glad - 
stone says at one point in his letter: 1 
thought it necessary, viewing the arrange 
ments for the commencement of the session 
to-morrow, to acquaint Mr. McOarthy with 
the conolusion at which, after using all the 
means of observation and reflection in my 
power, I nad myself arrived. It was that, 
notwithstanding the splendid services 
renderea by Mr. Parnell to his 
country, his continuance at the 
present moment in the leadership would 
be productive of consequences disastrous in 
the highest degree to the cause of jreland. I 
think I may be warranted in asking you so 
far to expand the conclusions given above as. 
to add that Mr. Parnell’s continuance as 
leader would net only place many hearty and 
effective friends of the Irish cause in a pesi- 
tion of great embarrasment, but would make 
my retention of the leadership of the Liberal 
party, based as it bas been mainly upon the 
prosecution ef the Irish cause, almost a 
nullity.’’ 

The letter has caused quite a flurry in Par- 
llamentary circles, but the Liberals feel con- 
fident that Gladstone dia the only thing 
possible under the ciroumstances. Ia 
a postscript Mr. Gladstone implies 
that if Parnell resumes his position at the 
head of the Nationalist party, all probability 
of carrying home rule throug, withia the next 
few years would be impossible.

Spirit of the Irish Press. 


Dus.Lin, Nov. 26.—The Freeman's Journal in 
an article on Mr. Gladstone’s letter says: 

„Mr. Gladstone, in his letter to Mr. Morley 
in regard to Mr. Parreli’s position, assumes 
that the Irish party ia a portion of the Liberal 
party and that the latter party is quali- 
fled to depose the Irin leader or 
veto his acts. The principle of independent 
opposition would be isolated and brokea 
down it this power of veto is admitted. We 
never forget that Gladstone came to Parnell 
and that Parnell did not go te Gladstone. It 
took many years of independent opposition 
from Parnell and the Parneilites to convert 
Gladetene and his party to dome rule. 
How can the Liberais return to power, or re- 
taln it when they get there, without the Irish 
vote?

The Léndon correspondent of the Freeman's

OINCINNATI, O., Nov. 26.—Messrs. O'Brien 
and Sullivan of the Irish Nationalist party are 
here still. Upon being asked if they had 
anything to say concerning the letter 
of Mr. Gladstone, the reply was that they had 
nothing more at this time to say than that the 
matter was now engaging their anxious con- 
sideration. Mr Dillon not being here, a con- 
ference cannot be had, except by the unsatis- 
factory medium of the telegraph.

The British Parliament. 


LONDON, Nov. 28.—In the Heuse of Com- 
mons last ni ght, after the speeches of several 
members in reply to the Queen’s speech, the 
address was agreed to. This is the first time 
in fifteen years that sich a thing Bas occurred 
on the day of the open ing of Parl ent. 

GLADSTONE IN THE HOUSE. 

When Mr. Gladstone entered the House of 
Commons to-day he was loudly cheered by his 
Liberal colleagues.

The French Shere Difficalty. 


OTTAWA, Ontario, Nov. 26.—It ig learned 
here, on what may be considered iadisputable 
authority, that the Dominion government has 
for seme time deen giving their moral 
support to the demand of the government of 
Newfoundland that the French islands of St. 
Pierre and Miquelon should be returned from 
France to Great Britain as a basis of settle - 
ment ot the French shore difficulty. "The 
only direct interest the Dominion Govern- 
ment has in securing a transfer or return ef 
these islands to the British flag, said a 
prominent official last night, is that the 
smuggiers who infest the isiand and operate 
upon us from that peint, at an annual loss of 
hundreds of thousands of dollars to the 
Revenue, may be broken up. Neither would 
Canada be the onlv ene to profit by a transfer 
of their allegiance as they have under the 
French, operated against the revenue ef the 
United States to an extent that would be im- 
possible to even approximate.’’ 


Unsfaverable Comment. 


OTTAWA, Ontario, Nov. 28. There is anything 
but favorable comment here on the omission 
from the Queen’s speech of any intimation of 
what progress had been made toward a settie- 
ment of the Behring Sea and Atlantic fisheries 
question. Speaking on the subject last night, 
a prominent Conservative member of Parlia- 
mentsaid: ‘‘Icanonly attribute the omis- 
sion to a desire on the part of the British gov 
ernment to remind us thas we had been dis- 
loyal end naughty in the way in which we 
have, for some little time back, bees epenly 
manifesting a desire to join hands with the 
United States and cut loose from the m@her 
country. 


Starving at Khartoum. 


LONDON, Nov. 26.—A dispatch from Suakim 
says that the desert chief, Snuessi is maroh- 
ing against the Mahdiwith a large and well 
armed force, and that the Mahdi, owing to 
numeroue desertions and privation, is in 
no condition to meet the enemy. In Khar- 
toum and vicinity all the food bas been seized 
for the support of the Mahdi’s followers and 
the inhabitants are perishing by hundreds. 
An Arab living in Khartoum is said to have 
killed one of his slaves, the family being with- 
out food,and lived with his household fer 
several days on the remains. There is abuad- 
dant food in Suakim but none of it fs perm it- 
ted to pass into the Interior, it being the pur- 
pose to reduce the enemy of the British as 
much as possible by starvation. 


Siberian Horrers. 


LONDON, Nov. 26.—Advices from St. Peters- 
burg state that the Czar has ordered an in- 
vestigation of the stories regarding the Kama- 
ras, or apartments, where men and women 
are temporarily imprisoned at Tomsk, &6i- 
beria. It is said that the condition of affairs 
in the Kamaras is horrible. That the women 
prisoners, many of them of respectable train- 
ing, are at the mercy of the guards, and alse 
any other prisoners who bribe the guards for 
admission to the female Kamaras. The Em- 
press is gaid to have prompted the investiga- 
tion. 


Revolt Against Bishop Langevine. 


QUEBEC, Nov. 2%.—The entire Roman Catho- 
lic diocese of Reymouskiis deciared te be in 
open revolt against its episcopal head, 
Bishop Langevine. The bishop who is ah ex- 
tremely bitter political. partisan, has been 
engaged in wreaking vengeance upon the 
priests, whose people voted for the Premier, 
whose politics the bishop heartily detests. 
The laity, as weil as the clergy, are in revolts 
against the bishop, who will doubtiess be 
called upen to resign, as those with whem he 
is now at war are all powerful with Oardinal 
Taschereau, as well as the Vatican. 


The Pope and Brazil. 

Lorpon, Nov. 26.—it is learned from Rome 
that the Pope has not yet recognized the 
Brazilian Republic, but has under considera- 
tion the propesition regarding Church and 
State put forward bythe Brazilian Govera- 
ment. These. propositions provide for the 
gradual separation of the Church and State.

Mr. Grant investigated the story, 
and found the boy referredto. He was living 
witnafamily named MeChristy at 1704 Park 
avenue.

ON THE RIGHT TRACK. ' 

The boy admitted to his chum that the Mo-

HAS HE A “TIP?” 

When Mr. GouLp and his associates re- 
tired from the Union Pacific it was under 
fire. A government foreclosure was 
threatened. The amount of U. P. in- 
debtedness to the Government has been 
increasing ever since, and the earnings 
have gone into branches and extensions 
and dividends on stocks which are 98 per 
cent pure water, and still there has been 
no foreclosure. 

Mr. GouLD would hardly Rund heav- 
fly in that stock if he thought there was 
any danger of its being wiped out by 
foreclosure, and his purchase is therefore 
suggestive of his faith in some under- 
standing with the managers of the pres- 
ent Congress with reference tothe pas- 
sage of a measure for extending and re- 
funding the Pacific Railroad debt. 

In this connection it is said that the 
funds used by the Republicans in the 
recent campaign came chiefly from sub- 
sidy seekers and railroad men. The tariff 
barons had paid for their bill in advance 
and refused to contribute any more of 
their fat.“ But the railroad and subsidy 
legislation which was postponed to the 
short session is said to have yielded 
handsomely, and it may be that some 
arrangements were entered into which 
encouraged Mr. GouULD to take charge of 
Union Pacific again and to pick up almost 
everything worth having in the shape of 
Western railroads. 

Ifthis view of the situation is correct 
we may expect that the defeated Con- 
gressmen will meet with some fine bubi- 
ness opportunities before they go into 
private life on the 4th of next March.

Nos Many knew his family name 
Plack, it being found necessary when inquiry 
about him after his déath to mention 
his firstname before many of bis acquaint- 
ances knew who was meant. ‘‘ferd’’ had 
often appeared despondent and sad as he sat 
in some Dar-room with a crowd of laborers 
drinking, and these moods would last several 


days, always ending with a spree of several 
days” duration. was troubled with

HIS WIFE AND CHILDREN 
in Germany, it was said, when he seemed 
surly and depressed, and though he did net 
tell it often, it was enerally known that Ferd 
left his family in * Hanover, when 
he came to this country years ago, and that 
when thrown into a reflective mood the pros- 
pect was so gloomy he would try te puta 
ruddy hue to it by liberal bibations. Drunk 
or sober, Ferd was always the 
same, jolly rollicking character, a Rip Van 
Winkie of the heighhorhoo'!, ready to play «a 
joke, laugh ata geod stor 72 join in a bar- 
room chorus in national songs or hymns. 
He had.one particular song which no one 
seems to have learned, though it has been 
heard in the pubtic houses and inns 
for several years when- 
ever Ferd became tipey and that 
bappened quite frequently. @ always sang 
in German, and the volume of voice always 
increased with the qugntity ef liquor stored 
away within, beginning with a mere hum.,

THOMAS J. WHITMAN DEAD. 


The Ex-Water Cemmissioner Passes Away 
Suddenly—His Career. 


Thos. J. Whitman died last night at his res- 
idence, No. 2487 Second Carondelet avenue, 
after avery short ilinessort typhoid pneu- 
monia. Mr. Whitman was up and about 
scarcely a week ago, and was taking quite an 
active interest in the controversy now on 
about the present Water- works. 

During more than half of his life Mr. Whit - 


man devoted his attention exclusively to 
waterworks engineering, and built for him- 
self a reputation as one of the best in the 
country, and dufing the last few years he was 
consulting engineer for several large manu- 
facturing companies, and hada hand in bulld- 
ae the water works at many of the large 
Cc es. 

Mr. Whitman was a balf brother of Walt 
Whitman, the poet; he was born in Brooklyn 
im 1833, amd spent his early boyhood there. 
Whe quite a young man he was employed as 
printer's devil on the New Orleans Picayune and 
afterwards did general work about the paper. 
Some years later he went to Brooklyn, where 
his career as an engineer began. e was en 
gaged in minor capacities in the ‘work of 
building the conduite and aqueduets there. 
For several years bis engineering work was in 
and about Brooklyn. e came to St. Lonis 

early in the sixtios with Kirkwood, the 
engineer, and worked with him for many 
years. It was during the period of his asso- 
ciation with Kirkwood that the idea of a 
water-works at the Obain of Rocks orie- 
inated, but it was overruled by the Bisseii’s 
Point plan, and consequently not put in oper- 
ation until many years later. In 1867 
Mr. Whitman was appointed President 
of the Board of Water-works Engineers who 
then had control of the Water-works of St. 
Lou ls. He held that position until 1877, when 
he was made Water Commissioner, nion 
position he held until 1887, when be was suc- 
ceeded by the present Commissioner, M. L. 
Holman. During his administration the 
present system was built and perfected, 
the works at Bisseli’s Point were established 
and the Compton Hul Reservoir built. The 
distribution system, which covers almost the 
entire city, was laid out and most of it built, 
It was under his care and attention that the 
water works of 81. Louis kept pace 
with the growth of the city and durin 
the entire time there could be no fault foun 
withthe work or the way ia which it was 
done. During the twenty years of bis connec- 
tion with St. Louis affairs he extended his 
work to all of the large cities of the West and 
there is scarcely a big city which at some time 
or other has net had his adviceand assist- 
ance In the matter of water supply. 

In speaking of Mr. Whitman his successor 
in office Mr, Holman. who worked wth him 
ten years on city work, said: ‘‘I suppose that 
Mr. Whitman had a reputation as a mechani- 
cal engineer equaito that ot eny man in the 
country. He was a shrewd, clear headed maa 
with a remarkable ability fer his chosen 
work. Hehardly ever made mistakes and 
always knew what he was doing. His work 
can be found everywhere, and engineers from 
all over the country set great store by his 
advice. The administration of Mr. Whitmars 
In this clty was evervthing that could be 
desired, and his 7222 ‘is shown in the works 
he has left behind him

but in spite ofthat he has done some 
brilliant work. 

Mr. Whitman’s last big piece of work was the 
building of the Water-works at Mempnis. All 
of those who were associated with him 
during the time he was Water Commissioner 
speak nothing but praise of bim. and bis 
death is keenly regretted by all whe knew 
him. He was the Vice-President of the Amer- 
ican Society of Mechanical Engineers and a 
prominent member of other engineering or- 
ganizations.

always realized that it would be 
futile for me to attempt to manage the com- 
pany’s affairs with reasonable hope of success 
in the face of any considerable or active op- 
position either in this board or among those 
entitled through ownership to claim a repre- 
sentation on it. As you are well were 
changes both large and signiticant ia char- 
acter have, during the course of

The flour mills of O orto, Portugal, are being 
closed in consequence of the decree prohibiting the 
importation of forelen whe vt. 

Bal vy ye shipments of wheat last week were 
1,440 bu, a large falling off from preceving 
weeks and neariy ,000 less than same week last

During the first ten months of the year the total 
imports of wheat at Antwerp were 29. 280.000 bu, 
against 20.992, bu for same period last year. 

The Merchants and Cotton Exchanges will be 
closed to-mor ow in ebservance of Thankegiving. 
The Commerciai Board willnot be opened. Traders 
are advised to stay home, tat their turkeys and be 
thautul they are alive. 

The mild weather and the decline in prices have 
suddenly steppea deliverie: of wheat by farmers in 
the North west, and thev hate resumed plowing and 
other seid work.

A Syndicate Buys the St. Leuis Water Power 
ef Duluth. 


DULUTH, Minn., Nov. 2.—The official an- 
nouncement has been made of the trausfer of 
the entire stock of the &t. Louls Water Power 
Co. which owns the great water power of the 
St. Louis River above Duluth, to a syndicate 
composed of Duluth, Eastern and English 
capitalists. The purchase price is $1,000,000

THE LIPPELT MEMORIAL. 


THE UNVEILING CERFMONIFS LAST NIGHT 
AT MEMORIAL HALL. 


A Fitting Tribute te the Memory of a Brill- 
fant Yeung Artist and a Noble Man—The 
Unveiling Accompanied by a Pleasing 
Programme—Sculpteor Bringhurst’s Werk 
—Sketch ef Frederick W. Lippeit, 


The Lippelt memorial was unveiled at Me- 
morial Hall last evening in the presence of a 
large number of artists and architects and 
personal friends of the deceased, Frederick 
W. Lippelt. After am organ prelude by Prof. 
Ernst Kroeger the Olympic Quartette sang 
„Lead, Kindly Light, and then Mr. William 
Schuyler, as Chairman of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Art Students’ Association, paid 
a glowing tribute to the dead artist. 

THE CEREMONY. 

The ceremony of uraveiling the memoria! 
was performed by Miss Lillie Lippelt, a rela- 
tive of the deceased. Prof. W. H. Pommer’s 
‘*Lippelt Hyma,’’ with words by M. A. Fan- 
ning, was sung by a mixed ehorus of forty 
volces under the direction of Prof. Pommer. 
The memorial was then formally presented to 
Washington University by Prof. Halsey C. 
Ives, Directer of the School of Fine Arts, the

Professor paying the deceased a high eulogy, 
both as a man and as an artist. 

Prot. Kroeger’s alto solo, composed from 
Shelley's Life of Life,’’ was sung by Miss 
Bruere, after which the memorial was ac- 
cepted for Wasbingtorm University by Mr. Geo. 
E. Leighton, President of the Board of Direct- 
ors. Next came Mozart’s Ave Verum,’’ sung 
by the chorus under Prof. Pommer, the exer- 
cises then closing with am organ postiude by 


Prof. Kroeger. 

The memorial is a mural tabletof highly 
polished Mack marble surmounted by a por- 
trait bust ef Fred W. Lippelt in bronze. On 
the fromt of the tablet is a bronze figure 
in full relief representing Memory, placed 
in the attitude of imscribing the words 
„In Remembrance.’ The tablet is to be 
placed in one of the werkroomsof the School 
of Fine Arts, where Mr. Lippelt worked so 
long both ad pupil and teacher, where he was 
best known and loved and where his loss is 
most keenly felt. 

The Lippelt Memorial Committee was 
formed shortly after Mr. Lippeit’s death by 
his puplis and other friends, all of whom 
were members of the Art Students“ Associ- 
ation, of which Mr. Lippelt had been one of 
the eldest members, and this is the first 
monument ever erected in this country by 
artists and studests, to the memory of a 
fellow artist. 

HE HAD APROMIGING FUTURE. 

The sculptor was Mr. R. C. Bringhurst,a fel- 
low student aud fellow teacher of Lippelt’s, 
and in a conversation this morning Mr. Bring- 
burst said: ‘Frederick W. Lippelt entered 
the St. Leuls Scnoo!l of Fine Arts in October, 
1879, and I entered abeut a month later. 
Studying as we did in different departments, 
we thrown tegether but little as students, but 
at that time Il saw enough of him to kuew that 
he had a future of promise before him. There 


‘was a masterly strength and simplicity about 


all his werk whieh marked or separated him 
from the average student. He pursued his 
studies under the trying circumstances which 
seem to befall! mest artists, that of not havin 

means to pursue the long and trying ordea 
of gaining sufficient knowledge of the tech- 
nique to enable them to express their ideas 
intelligibly. He worked industriously and 
econdmized in every way, with the result of 
having sufficient means in the year 1885 to go

abroad. He wes a pupil in the Academy 
Julian, Paris, until 1887, when, returning to 
St. Louls, he entered the 8t. Louis 
School of Fine Arts — * a teacher 
in October of the same year. Hardships 
and struagies through which he had to pass, 
which tend to harden and sour the disposition 
of mest men, had a0 such effect on him; on 
the-contrary, he became more gentle and 
kindly tempered, if possible, than ever. He 
was generous to a fault, and was the last to 
leave a fellow student who might be in 
trouble. Of his work he has left but little 
which would be of interest to the genera! 
public, bet to the profession, who know bow 
to value these things, his sketches and unfin- 
ished work show the high place be would have 
attained. His modesty and distaste of show 
caused him to retain in his portfolio many 
valuable ideas which were not discovered 
until after his death. 

Mr. Lippelt lost his life in the summer of 
1889 Iinagallant effort to rescue a comrade 
from drowning in the Mississippi River.

The Orecon Company’s Troubles. 
SEATTLE, Wash., Nov. 26.—The application 


| for the appointment of a receiver for the Ore- 


gon Improvement Co. was the one subject of 
conversation among the rallroad men. There 


was a general agreement that the railroads, 
the building of which was the immediate 
cause of the company’s difficulties, were 
only built for the purpose of booming 
town elites and afterwards being sold to some 
of the great railroad companies. The North- 
ern Pacific declined ans utright purchase of 
the Seattie & Northern road, and was satisfled 
with a ninety-nine year traffic agreement. 
The road had, however, served the purpose 
of booming the property, It traverses 
some rich land on the sound, 
both agricultural and mineral, and 
may soon become a rich source of revenue. 
Withthe Port Townsend Southern road the 
circumstances are different. It is entirely 
isolated from any other railroad system until 
it Is extended to Olympia, a distance of eighty 
wiles. For half this distance it would traverse 
the base of the Olympia Mountains,and would 
have to depend for business on the 
products of the narrow strips of land. The 
settlement of this strip has only begun, and 
while the mountains are reported to be rich 
in minerals, their development bas not pro- 
gressed even sofar as prospecting, and ail 
thatis known is the result of explorations 
made within the last year. The construction 
of a railroad through such a section 
offered no inducements to practical 
railroad men, and it was found 
impossible to sell the 20 miles of road from 
Port Townsend to Hocker’s Lake. Thus the 
chances of selling these two roads disap- 
peared and the borrowed money used in 
building them instead of being realizea 
promptiy with profit became a permanent in- 
vestment with only prospective profits. 

One railroad official found another cause of 
trouble in the variety of lines of business in 
which the Oregon Improvement Co. itis 
engaged. It is operating railroads, steamers, 
coal mines, wharves and sawmilis requiring 
the services,of men of the highest ability in 
each of these lines, to whom much must be 
depended, as the officers could not be ex- 
pected to be familiar with every branch of the 
business. Yetevery proposal to buy any one 
of tnese properties met with a refusal, the 
officers being determined to sell all together 
or nous.
